»xpense would be very small compared with that of the 
shildren going to the city, where their chances of see- 
ng the King and Quezn is questionable when one con- 
siders the immense crowds that will gather here. 

To take 100 children and say fifty adults to Cal- 
zary would cost $130.00 which means that that amount 
yf money leaves the town, saying nothing of the cost tc 
yanents after they arrive in the city. Whereas, if the 
trains could be stopped at Gleichen for say ten minutes 
and the children from all the nearby schools brought tc 
Gleiichen, and lined up on either side of the trains at 
che station, they would be afforded a better view of thei1 
Majesties than they could if they went to the city. 

After all it is the children who should be considered 
first, as they are the real citigens of tomorrow. This is 
a chance of a life time for them, and it is up to the par- 
ants to see that every endeavor is made by those in 
authoritative positions to do everything possible to see 
chat the children of our own and outlaying districts do 
not miss this chance by neglect to act. It is necessary 
chat theye arrangements be made immediately as time 
is now getting short. Think it over what it would mean 
to the town to have the trains stop here, and after all it
